Humble petition on behalf of the aforesaid petitioners most respectfully 
howeth; — 

1. That the petitioners are electors eind are entitled to vote at the Election 
to the Lok Sabha in the Chapra parliamentary constituency No. 50 in the District 
»f Saran and are entitled to present this petition. 

2. That at the said election the following persons were duly nominated as 
candidates: — 

1. Shreemati Liladevi Verma. 

2. Shreemati Sarda Devi. 

3. Shree Rajendra Singh. 

4. Shree Dr. Satya Narayan Singh. 

5. Shree Dr. P. N. Singh. 

Out of these, Shreemati Sarda Devi and Shree Dr. Satyanarain Singh withdrew 
their candidatures. 

3. That the polling in the said election started on the 25th February 1957 and 
finished on the 12th March, 1957 counting of votes took place on the 21st and 22nd 
of March 1957 and the result was announced on the 22nd March, 1957. 

According to the announcement by the Returning Officer, the votes secured 
by the contestants were as follows; — 

1. Shri Rajendra Singh—75,994. 

2. Srimati Liladevi Verma—73,046. 

3. Sri Dr. P. N. Singh—17,282. 

Shri Rajendra Singh, Re.3pondent No. 1 was declared to have been elected. 

4. That the Election of the Respdt. No. 1 is fit to be declared void on the 
following grounds. 


GROUNDS 

(A) That Respdt. No. 1 and his supporters indulged in systemetic appeal 
through canvassing speeches and pamphlets addressed to Respdt. No. 1. castemen 
to vote for the said respdt. and to refrain from voting in favour of other con¬ 
testing candidates full particulars of such practices are hereto annexed in a sche¬ 
dule marked ‘A’. 

(B) That the Respdt. No. 2 and his supporters also indulged in sy.stemetic 
appeal through canvassing, speeches and pamphlets addressed to Respdt. No. 2 
castemen to vote for the said respdt. and to refrain from voting in favour of other 
contesting candidates. Full particulars of such practices are hereto annexed in 
Schedule marked ‘A’ 1. 

(C) That the results of the Election so far as it concerns the congress candi¬ 
date Shreemati Liladevi Verma has been materially affected so much so that the 
congress candidate from Chapra Assembly constituency got a lead of 15,261 over 
Praja Socialist Party candidate, whereas Shreemati Liladevi Verma got a lead of 
only 6,735 votes over the Praja Socialist Party candidate Respdt. No. 1 and this was 
due to the improper and systemetic appeal to Rajput voters by Shri Rajendra 
Singh and his supporters to vote on castes Lines. 

Similarly the systemetic appeals were made to the Koeries by Dr. P. N. Singh, 
Respdt. No. 2 and his supporters to vote for him as he also is a Koeri by caste. 
And this has materially affected the Results of the election against Shrimati 
Liladevi Verma. 

(D) That the Respdt. No. 1 and his supporters hired and procured vehicles 
for the conveyance of electors to and from polling stations full particulars whereof 
are hereto annexed in Schedule ‘B’. 

(E) That for the furtherance of prospects at the election the Respdt. No. 1 and 
his supporters obtained and procured the assistances of persons in the services 
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of the Government as his supporters, canvassers, polling agents and counting 
agents full particulars whereof are hereto annexed in schedule mark ‘C’. 

(F) That for the furtherance of his prospects at the Election the Respdt. No, 2 
and ills supporters obtained and procured the assistance of persons in the services 
of the Cuv’crnmeni as the supporters canvassers, polling agents and counting 
agents, full particulars whereof are hereto annexed m 'C' 1. ' 

(G) That the Respdt. No 1 ha-- failed to keep and maintain the expenses of 
nis clcctjijn and has incurred expenses in contravention of the provisions of the 
.said act fuil particulars wher^-oi are hereto annexed m Schedule ‘D’. 

(H) That threats were given by Respdt. No. 1 and his supporters and a virtual 
reign of terror was let loose as a result of which thousands of voters were 
terrorized and pr>^ventod troni exercising their franchise full particulars wherapf 
are here to annexed 'E', 

(ll That Respdt. No. 2 during his election campaign throughout used either the 
National Flag or the congress party flag, the use of the National flag was an 
offence and a corrupt practice of appealing and a national symbol canvassing 
support,* for the Election. The use of the Congress Flag was a dupe which was 
repeatedly resented to on behalf of the congress organisation by counter pamph' 
lets. Nevcrthele.ss the Respdt. No. 2 continued to use these flag througout the 
Election period. 

(J) That alternatively the result of the election in .so far as it concerns the 
respdt. No. 1 has been materially affected by the improper reception and refusal 
of votes and by the non-compliance with the provisions of the constitutions and 
also the provi.sions of the said uct'^ in sp far as: — 

(a) Votc.s were cast and received against the names of Electors of villages 
Silhauri and Hakama, Sinduari, Madhopur and other villages in the Ponce 
Station, Marhawrah who were no more in the land of living at the date of the pool 
or were absent from the polling booth on the relevant date in favour of the 
returned candidates. 

(b) About thirty voters belonging to villages Bajitpur, Salimapur and assign¬ 
ed to Salimapur booth No II m Marhr.sh constituency were deprived of their rights 
of exercising their franchise due to the presiding officers failure to hold 
withm specified hours and to provide 8 hours clear time for voting since the poll 
began, for the presiding officer actually held polls from 8-30 a.m. on the 
25th February, 1957 at the said booth and closed the pollings at 3-40 p. m. refusing 
the access to 30 Electors within the booth who liad a.sscmbled at Salimapur booth 
to ca.st their votes on the 25th February, 1957. 

(c) The Electors whose name., arc,entered under serial Nos. 283 to 508 In the 
Electoral Roll of village Chandasani in Merhrversh Constituency were not allowed 
to vote by the presiding officer at Chandasani booth No. 29 on tho 11th March, 
1967 on the ground that they belonged to village Olahan Pur Tole Chakradara. 

(d) Over 100 adult person,* resident of village Agahra Tole Ahirtoli were 
deprived of their electoral right on account of the none inclusion of their names 
in the electoral roll and were accordingly asked to return without casting their 
votes at Goura Middle School booth No. 8 on the 25th February, 1957, 

(e) AJso on account of the rafusal ^ the polling officer at Akbarpur booth 
No. 63 to permit the electors of village Sumorpatti, Thana No. 333 of Parsa P. S. 
from casting their votes on 3rd .June 1967 though their names were included in 
the voters list of Garkha constituency. 

tf) The names of mo.st of the adults entitled to bo Elector of village Thika 
in P. S. Parsa, Union, No. 8 were not included' in the electoral roll of Garkha 
eon.stituc icy or any constituency and village Nawada of Union No. 7 of Par.sa P. S. 
was not included at all m the Electoral Roll. 

(g) The names of all adults entitled to be elector;; of villages of Moh'nn- 
madpur Tole Mathia, Mohammaipur Tole Chauraha, Kakarhat Tole Vetwaha 
Ahirtoli, Bisambharpur Bmtoli, Bi.s.anibharpur Chamartoh, Bisambharpur Baniato- 
li, Tole J'.ladipur, Noniatola Brahamtoli, Giritoli of Bisambharpur were not includ¬ 
ed in the Electoral Roll of Garkha constituency. 

(h) / very large and subslaatial No of electors of villages, Bala, Kakarhat, 
derni, Vi walia, Bi.nbharpur, Pirari Rasoolpur Bajraha in Parsa P. S. and villages 
Basant, Kewani, Itwa Akhtiarpur, Mohammadpur, Parsa and Hakma of Garkha 
P. S. were not included in the voter.* list Garkha constituency. 
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(i) Adults over 5,000 m number legally entitled to exercise, that franchise 
who arc resident of Mohalla Salcmpur and Dahiawan Tola of Ward No. 3 under 
Chapra Municipality were not enrolled in the Electoral Roll of Chapra Assemb¬ 
ly and parliamentary constituency and thus they have been deprived of their 
constitutional right of franchise due to the non-compliance of the provision Of 
the act. To illustrate it the ensuing Municipal election of Chapra Municipality 
has be'en adjourned sin die by the Government of Bihar due to gross and 
material irregularity in the preparation of the Electoral roll and non-com¬ 
pliance of the provisions of the Act in the matter of preparation of the Electoral 
Roll of Chapra Town. 

(j) Some persons entered in the Electoral Roll of Sonepur constituency at two 
different places of the voters li.st have exercised their franchise at both the places 
in favour of Respondent No. 1. 

fk) On liSth February, 1957, the following persons who ordinarily live at 
Mazaffarpur in connection with business or service exercise their franchise at that 
place, the same pcr.sons who are entered at voters in Sonepur Assembly consti¬ 
tuency again voted for Respdt. No. 1 list of their names is given below;— 

1. Balam Singh s/o Ichha Singh. 

2. Chandrakishoro Singh son of Kartik Singh, (25-2-57) Muzaffarpur. 

3. Satyanarain Singh s/o Raghunandan Singh, 

4. Sunder Singh son of Raghunandan Singh, (25-2-57) Town Mazaffarpur. 

5 Chotu Singh son of Sitaram Singh, Mazaffarpur. 

(1) On 8th March, 1957, at Panapur (Kasina) booth in Garkha Assembly consti¬ 
tuency polling agent of the Congress candidate Shrimati Liladebi Verma was not 
allowed by the presiding Officer to attend the booth and thus she was deprived of 
looking after the voting process and under such circumstances at a large number 
of illegal votes have been polled in favour of Respondent No, 1 

5. That petitioners have deposited Rs. 1000/- (One thousand) m favour of the 
Secretary to the Election Commission as security for the costs of the petition and 
the receipt of the Reserve Bank of India is enclosed herewith. 


It is, therefore, prayed that the election of Respondent No. 1 to the Lok Sabha 
from Chapra constituency in the District of Saran be declared void and costs of 
and incidental to the election petition bo awarded.
